Navy Confident of Outcome

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Japs Seize Changsha 


After 4-Year Struggle 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Japanese armies after a four-year struggle have captured Changsha, 
major obstacle in their southward march through central China, as 
their campaign to cut China in two gained momentum in striking 
contrast with successive defeats in the Pacific. 


Chungking admitted last night 
that her armies had lost the fourth 
battle of the war for Changsha. 


Chungking reported that Chi- 
nese defenders, who had been or- 
dered to defend Changsha regard- 
less of the cost, escaped from the 
shattered city before the invaders 
stormed in under strong: aerial 
cover. Other Japanese columns al- 
ready had streamed down the 
Hankow-Canton railway for more 
than 25 miles beyond the Hunan 
provincial capital. 

No other great defense network 
stands between the Japanese and 
the sea. Their objective is to bi- 
sect China and isolate American 
air bases. 

Enemy positions in India and 
Burma were weakened. British 
troops gained 17 miles in their 
greatest single day’s advance from 


the | Kohima. This left only a 29-mile 


gap between monsoon-soaked Brit- 
ish forces trying to reunite the Al- 


lied Indiun bases of Kohima and: 


Imphal. 

Chinese slogged five miles south 
from captured Kamaing toward 
Mogaung Chinese and native 
troops captured Tiangzup, 40 miles 
north of Myitkyina. Allied troops 
were fighting inside Myitkyina 
and on the outskirts of Mogaung, 
the remaining enemy bases in 
North Burma. 

Fifty thousand Japanese troops, 
strongly supported by artillery 
and warplanes, participated in the 
final assaults which overwhelmed 
Changsha. 

Heavy losses were inflicted on 
the enemy in the last two weeks 
of the battle for Changsha. 

A communique from Lieutenant 
General Stilwell showed that the 
day Changsha fell the 14th Amer- 
ican Air Force made _ repeated 
sweeps in support of the defend- 
ers. 

Qne hundred supply boats of 
Tungting Lake were hit by P-40’s 
and 150 Japanese were killed. A 
fuel dump was set afire and 50 
supply boats were damaged in a 
sweep of the Siang river near 
Changsha.

A graduate of the University of 
Georgia and a member of Phi 
Kappa Pi, Major Merritt received 
a commission as a first lieutenant 
in the Regular Army in December, 
1940. He later resigned: his com- 
mission in order to become an Air 
Corps cadet, and received his 
wings early in December, 1941.

Perugia proved the most trouble- 
some obstacle yet encountered by 
Allied forces north of Rome. In 
the past two days extensive enemy 
demolitions and the pouring rain 
slowed the Eighth Army’s tanks 
and self-propelled artillery almost 
to a standsti , and it was not until 
Indian troops pushed east and 
north of Ferugia yesterday, threat- 
ening to encircle the Nazi garrison, 
that British units were able to 
fight int6 its streets from the 
south. . 


RAILYARDS SMASHED 


The effects of Allied tactical 
bombings against the enemy’s com- 
munications and transport in re- 
cent weeks were plain to see be- 
hind the Eighth Army’s advance. 
Railyards were completely wreck- 
ed, with cars blown o/!f the tracks 
and switches and towers smashed 
to rubble. The towns, however, 
were but little damaged. : 


West of Perugia British troops 
reached the southern shore of Lake 
Trasimeno and approached a road 
along its southern shore after by- 
passing the town of Citta Della 
Pieve, where the Germans hed re- 
sisted strongly for two days. The 
town of Panicale and the villages 
of Mungano, Catiglione and Panci- 
ano were cleared of the enemy. 


Perugia, one of the oldest and 
best known of the hill towns of 
central Italy, was once called the 
“capital of the Fascist revolution” 
from the fact that it was the 1922 
headquarters for leaders who or- 
ganized the “march on Rome.” It 
was a prewar mecca for students 
interested in Renaissance art. The 
town itself occupies a commanding 
spot on a rocky ridge more than 
1,000 feet above the mountain

Political cigars, matches and 
chewing gum have appeared at 
the city hall—the first harbingers 
of the 1945 city political campaign, 
and ‘Councilman Roy Bell, who 
distributed the vote-getting bait, 
admitted he is an “old man,” has 
passed his 38th birthday, and is 
no longer subject to draft. 

Bell was the only member of 
council who had not reached his 
38th birthday or who has not been 
rejected definitely by draft offi- 
cials.

He 
mounted a large bell on his auto- 
mobile, and its familiar ring on 
streets and boulevards announced 
Bell’s approach,

LONDON, June 20.—(/)—An 
informant with close European 
connections reported tonight 
that’ Marshal Erwin Rommel, 
German field commander in 
western France, had suffered a 
relapse and that it had been 
suggested -he give up his inva- 
sion front command, at least 
temporarily. 

There was no confirmation 
from any other quarter of this 
report, which said that Rom- 
mél has never been in the best 
of health since leaving Africa 
last year. 

A possibility also existed that 
this réport could have been 
originally inspired by the Ger- 
mans themselves. It was re- 
called that when the Germans 
faced defeat and Rommel was 
confronted with a serious loss 
of prestige in Africa, the Axis 
leader was recalled by Adolf 
Hitler on the grounds of ill 
health.

AMERICAN SPEARHEAD 

Spearheaded by the veteran U. 
S. Ninth and Fourth divisions and 
led by French patriot scouts in the 
final assault, thousands of Ameri- 
can troops were fanning out on all 
sides of Cherbourg. 

On the west coast one unit was 
reported as far as Vasteville, 15 
miles north of Barneville and only 
six miles southeast of Chérbourg. 
On the east coast other units had 
pushed as far as Eglise de Gren- 
neville, three miles north of Qui- 
neville and 13 miles southeast of 
the port. Both these colurins were 
making steady gains to outflank 
Cherbourg and the pace of the 
western column suggested a Nazi 
rout along that coast. 

Cornered German troops, esti- 
mated from 25,000 to 50,000, were 
taking a terrific mauling from a 
massive infantry, artillery and 
aerial onslaught as a German- 
speaking British officer stepped to 
a BBC microphone and asked 
them to surrender. 

“Little more than a year ago,” 
he reminded them, “other German 
soldiers commanded by General 
Von Arnim were driven into the 
sea by this same Ninth Infantry 
Division. The soldiers of Arnim’s 
army (on Cap Bon in Tunisia) 
who then realized that it is not 
dishonorable to surrender when 
one is defeated and can no longer 
escape, gave up the fight and they 
have not regretted their decision.” 

Any hope of the German Cher- 
bourg garrison that Marshall Rom- 
mél’s tank forces could break 
through to it is “out of the ques- 
tion,” he told them.

Whisky Output Ordered 
Resumed for August 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—(4)—A temporary resumption of do- 
mestic whisky manufacturing was authorized today by 


Production Board. 


WPB notified the nation’s beverage distillers that present supplies 
of industrial alcohol are sufficient to permit them to resume the 
making of whisky during the month of August. 


| Three Are Held 


WPB Chairman Donald M. 
son said between 20 and 25 million 
gallons of 190 proof alcohol, or ap- 
proximately one-fourth the amount 


used for whisky if normal years, 
would be released to distillers for 
putting out beverages. 

This would enable distillers to 
manufacture between 40 and 50 
million gallons of 86 to 90 proof 
whisky during the August “holi- 
day” from industrial production. 

Nelson took the action after he 
was advised by Rubber: Director 
Bradley Dewey that the require- 
ments of the rubber program for 
industrial alcoho! will be about 20 
million gallons less than was esti- 
mated for 1944 and some 30 mil-

“very soon.’ 


Neutral military observers in 
Stockholm said they believed or- 
ganized resistance by the Finns 
was rapidly ending and that they 
believed Colonel General Eduard 
Dietl, commander of German 
troops in Finland, was seriously 
considering pulling hjs forces back 
to Norway. 

An opposing view expressed by 
some in Stockholm was that the 
Germans might try to maintain 
themselves in northern Finland 
where their assignment has been 
mainly to guard the valuable nick- 
el mines, now one of Germany’s 
last sources of supply. 

SOURCE OF PURE METAL 

Some sources estimate that the 
Nazis have been obtaining 3,000 
tons of pure metal annually from 
Finland. 

If the Germans choose to remain 
in northern Finland, they probably 
will race the Russians for control 
of Ahvehanmaa (Aaland) island 
guarding the mouth of the gulf 
of Bothnia, Stockholm observers 
predicted. 

A correspondent of the Moscow 
newspaper Izvestia said the speed 
of the Soviet assault was remark- 
able and another reporter, for the 
army newspaper Red Star, said 
the Finns’ coastal defenses along 
the gulf of Viipuri had collapsed. 

The broadcast Russian com- 
munique said that among the 
places captured during the day, in 
addition to Viipuri, were the rail- 
way stations of Kaitslaki, Sonne, 
Tainye, Ristokale and Senijoki.

“When the Russians cracked 
our Karelian isthmus fortifications 
they left us helpless,” the inform- 
ant said, “because our whole 
scheme of defense was built on 
the expectation we would be able 
to hold there. ...

Moreover, as Governor Arnall has so succinctly pointed out, 
there is-ho- denying that while, as always, the Republican party 
is taking every advantage of indicated schisms in Democratic 
ranks, the GOP record is such that every level-headed southerner 
must realize that, whatever our discontent under the present 
administration, we have fared far better, as a section, than ever 
we did under Grant, Hayes and Garfield—or, for that matter, 
Harding, Cooledge and Hoover. 

“The Republican party,” declares Governor Arnall, who has 
been critical of the present administration from time to time 
himself, “offers no salvation to the south. It is the political 
party which despoiled the south and which has thwarted its 
development on every side and every hand... . The Republican 
party is the party that vented its spleen upon the south in recon- 
struction days. ... Those of us who love the south and its heritage 
must stand fast for the Democratic party.” 

There is, incidentally, no doubt but that it is Governor Dewey 
of whom Georgia's young chief executive speaks when he declares: 
“The nominee of the Republican party will be one who has casti- 
gated the south on many occasions. He is committed to perpetuate 
the policy of exploitation against the south and west which has so 
long benefitted the east. That candidate opposes equalization of 
freight rates which is so necessary to the future welfare of the 
south.”

Four Years Preparing 

Various expressions have been made as to the length of time 
it took to prepare for the invasion of France which occurred on 
June 6. The story of the accumulation of men and equipment 
for this, the greatest military venture of all time, has been told 
again and again. ; 3 

What many observers have overlooked is the fact that, actually, 
preparation for this invasion began four years ago, immediately 
following the British evacuation from the beaches of Dunkirk. 

At that time Winston Churchill announced the British decision 
to fight on after the fall of France, “if necessary alone.” That it 
was almost alone for mdre than a year constitutes one of the 
greatest of all sagas of a nation’s courage. But simplest logic 
tells that the acceptance of the burden of this lonely stand implied, 
directly, a determination to return, someday, to the continent of 
Europe. Without the hope of freeing Europe from the tyrannous 
Nazis, there would have been absolutely no point in Britain’s 
lonely stand. ~ P 

We have fearned, this week, how the Germans did try, unsuc- 
cessfully, to invade Britain in 1940. And we remember how in 
that same year Britain had the courage of audacity and sent her 
only fully armed, trained and equipped division to Egypt, to take 


the first step in that grand strategy which later led to ‘the 


victories in Africa, Sicily, Italy and, now, France. 


Showing how, even in that darkest hour of 1940, Britain was 
preparing to return Her armies to Europe, came the revelation, 
only this week, that the.great, detailed map of the French coast 
used by the Allied staff for the invasion, was begun by British 
Intelligence four years ago, when both Frenchmen of the under- 
ground and Englishmen who crossed the Channel, alone at night 
to bring in the message, began gathering the requisite data. 

The story of the preparation of the invasion that enthralls us 
today actually began ere the dust and smoke had drifted away 
from the beaches of Dunkirk.

Millican—Couch 

Editor, Constitution: I have just 
read a statement made in The 
Atlanta Constitution by Mr. Hugh 
Couch, candidate for the state 
senate against the present Senator 
Mr. G. Everett Millican, in which 
Mr. Hugh Couch refers to Senate 
Bill 174, which provided for cer- 
tain changes in the gasoline spec- 
ifications in Georgia and which 
Was passed on March 18, 1943; by 
the general assembly. 

It so happens that Senate Bill 
174 was introduced by me and pro- 
vided that the sulphur content of 
gasoline be increased. This bill 
was introduced at the request of 
federal authorities to comply with 
the sulphur content contained in 
the specifications of the Federal 
Specification Board which were 
adopted April 30, 1942, about five 
months after Pearl Harbor. This 
request was made of all the states 
in the Union, and at the time the 
state of Georgia changed its speci- 
fications on the sulphur content, 
only seven states still had a sul- 
phur content similar to that in 
the old Georgia law, and since 
that time practically every state 
in the Union has adopted specifi- 
cations similar to what the state 
of Georgia now has. 

The reason for the change at 
that time, and the reason for it 
even more at present, is the fact 
that under this new specification 
large amounts of sulphuric acid, 
caustic soda and ammonia are 
saved and are being used in the 
manufacture of TNT, 100 octane 
aviation gasoline and other essen- 
tial. war materials. This simply 
means that these very vital mate 
rials are now being used in great- 
er quantities to help our boys 
bomb Tokyo and Berlin. 

I felt at the time and still feel 
that in changing the sulphur con- 
tent in our specification law in 
Georgia, the Georgia legislature 
was aiding materially in the war 
effort, and it is evident thdt the 
other states in the Union felt the 
same way. 

This bill passed the senate on 
March 4, 1943, by a vote of 37 
to 0. It then went to the house, 
where it was amended, The mem- 
bers of the senate disagreed with 
the house amendments and asked 
that a committee of conference be 
appointed. As president of the 
senate, I appointed on this com- 
mittee Senator Arnold of the 26th 
district, Senator Ansley of the 
10th district, and Senator Millican 
of the 52d district. This confer- 
ence committee brought back a re- 
port acceptable to both the house 
and senate. In this report was 
contained the provisions of the 
original bill on sulphur content 
which was in line with the request 
of the federal authorities. 

This law, as finally passed, also 
provided that the commissioner 
of revenue could restore specifi- 
cations to those provided by law 
at any time he determined that 
such action would not interfere 
with the war effort. Mr. Couch 
did not mention this provision. 

It is not my purpose to enter 
into controversy in connection 
with Fulton county candidates for 
the state senate, but in view of 
the statement made in connection 
with a bill I introduced, I think 
it only fair that I let the people 
know why I introduced and spon- 
sored this bill. I would appreci- 
ate very. much this letter being 
published in your paper.

When the corrupt French government fled 
ae Paris, Adolf Hitler followed hard on their 
eels. 


He went to the great tomb at the Invalides 
and stood there looking silently at the gilt and the gold 
all that is mortal of Napoleon I. 


A day ago French troops captured Elba. 


One may wonder if this same Hitler who stood there at the tomh 
of the great soldier and emperor, felt any emotion when he learned 
of the capture of Elba by French troops? 


Did he think of the long retreat from Moscow, the bloody de- 
feats that followed, the slow falling away of friends; the distin- 
tegration of the group about the emperor; the betrayal by close 
associates? 


Did he think of emperor’s capital city captured, and the Cossack 
lancers riding through its streets, their lances pushing at the backs 
of captured French soldiers while the bourbon ladies of high de- 
gree ran out to kiss the boots of the Cossacks? 


Did he think, one may wonder, of the sick Napoleon who waited 
near Paris for the terms of the armistice to be completed? Did 
he think of the betrayal and of the abdication and the taking of 
him prisoner and—of Elba? 


This Adolf Hitler always has thought well of himself. It did 
not seem to him amiss to go to Napoleon’s tomb, at the moment 
of the triumph over France, and to think well of himself—with the 
photographers, of course, present, to capture the magniminity of 
Adolf Hitler toward the great Corsican. 


_It well may be that Elba has stirred another thought in his 
mind. Because, from Elba, the trail of destiny ran on toward 
St. Helena;flaring up only once in the great phosphorous-like glare 
of Waterloo. 


EMPEROR OF ELBA He said farewell to the Old Guard, did 

Napoleon. He embraced their General 
Petit. He kissed the eagle. There was a silence broken only by 
the sobbing of the soldiers. He hurried to his carriage, entered 
it, and fell back on the cushions, covering his face with his hands. 
Elba was his destination. 


It was May 14, 1814, he made his official landing at Elba. 
Twenty years of war were at an end, or almost so. There was yet 
to be terror by night and day and the great flare at Waterloo. 


If you wish to read of the brief stay on Elba, I can recommend 
Tom Watson’s story of.“‘Napoleon” and the pages dealing with the 
betrayal of the treaty. It is in the best Watson style. 


In France the abuses grew. The Bourbons began to prove the 
old adage, ‘“‘The Bourbons never learn anything and never forget 
anything.” 


On February 15, 1815, Napoleon sailed from Elba. 
He had 1,100 men with him. Only a little more than a thousand. 
It was March 1 when they landed near Cannes. 


History knows no more dramatic story than of his progress 
from that landing. Soon he had 200,000 men. They marched on 
through the days and the weeks to June 17 and the end at Waterloo. 


Elba led, by devious routes, through blood and death to St. 
Helena. 


Napoleon had given the world much which it still uses to profit. 
The Austrian Hitler, whose country’s armies had been so soundly 
beaten by Napoleon, could count not one thing he had given the 
world, save the disease of hate, the examples of broken vows, the 
bitter lesson of the folly of appeasement of evil which feeds and 
grows stronger on appeasement. 


_ So, one may wonder if the first citizen of Berchtesgaden, ad- 
mirer of Napoleon, felt a black wing before his face when he 
read of Elba? 


HUMAN RIGHTS One more thing might have interested the 

first citizen of Berchtesgaden, had he 
thought on it. There was, after the defeat of Napoleon, a great 
damming-up of human rights. It was true in France. It was true 
in England. Hungry, angry people were to smash the windows of 
the Duke of Wellington's home and force a reform in parliament. 


The first citizen of Berchtesgaden, if he is a student of the 
Corsican, might recall that he once said, “You may dam up the 
flood of human rights, but always the dam breaks and when it 
does the torrent is greater than before.” 


In Italy today we see, in reports from that defeated, broken 
country, thé misery and the tragedy of a people where one of the 
dams was built, It is broken now and God knows how fierce will 
be the torrent. 

In many, many countrirs there are trickles of water in the 
dams—slight, slight trickles, But they will grow. Indeed, in some 
of them the streams are as large as a man’s arm.

They Led the Way 


On Invasion Voyage 


There is a type of little boat, not very ro- 

mantic to look at, not always very smart, trim, 

| even clean. But these are the boats that led all 

the rest when, on that historic day, June 6, 

D-Day, the great invasion fleet drew near the coast of Normandy. 

They are the minesweepers, the “Smoky Joes,” or “chars,” of 

the sea. (“Char being abbreviation for “charwoman,” because 
the job of the little craft is to sweep.) 

They do their sweeping on the water and the stuff they sweep 


up is death in the form of the mines that the enemy has sown 
to block our ships. 


Not heroic, to be sure, but the crews of these little boats per- 
form one of the most dangerous and at the same time most vital 
job of them all. It was routine for them that they should be the 
first of those thousands of invasion ships to come under the guns 
of the German coastal batteries. Just routine. 

Some of these minesweepers have been specially built for the 
job, some in the United States and some in Britain. Most of them, 
though, are British admiralty trawlers, converted fishing trawlers 
and similar types. 


To do their assigned job of sweeping the German mines away 
so that other craft could approach the invasion beach in safety, 
there were 200 minesweepers to go in under the enemy guns on 
June 6. Manned by 10,000 officers and men and carrying over 
2,800 tons of sweeping gear. 


HOW THEY OPERATE Don't think these minesweepers were 


far ahead of the great fleet. To 
have gone in too soon, to investigate the mine fields, would have 
been to reveal what was following to the Germans, They went in 
just a short time ahead of the others but in that time they cleared 
away the deadly mines from- miles of channel and marked those 
channels with buoys for the landing barges and troop ships to follow. 


The minesweepers work in groups, or task forces, if you prefer. 
They s@il in eschelon formation. Each ship, by use of a special 
and ingenious type of float, drags from 250 to 300 fathoms of 
sweep, swung out to port or starboard. Thus a single minesweep- 
er will clear a channel up to 300 fathoms wide. The next following 
ship sails within this path, so, in theory at least, only the leading 
ship is in danger of encountering a mine, Should one of the 


unother takes its place. 


The sweep cuts the mines loose from their anchors and, as the 
deadly things bob to the surface, they are exploded by gunfire. 

The minesweepers work in all sorts of weather, in shallow as 
well as deep waters, hence their operation calls for a high degree 
of skilled seamanship. They helped to clear the evacuation chan- 
nel at Dunkirk, four years ago. They did their important task in 
the invasions of Sicily, at Salerno and Anzio. They have kept clear 
the channels for the convoys going to Russia. They have kept 
safe the coastal waters of Britain. 

They were just about the first naval ships into the war and, 
there can be no doubt, they will be last out of it. Because, after 
the Germans have surrendered, long after the last gun has been 
fired, the minesweepers will have to keep on the job, clearing away 
the mines so the commerce of peacetime may safely use the seas. 


KNOWN .AND UNKNOWN ‘There are two classes of mines, 
t 


hose whose positions are known, 
because they were laid to block a specific port or chanhel, and 
those, mostly dropped from the air, which may have drifted far 
and whose positions are unknown. 

After World War I it took a year to clean up the mines in known 
positions. With the great number of mines in, unknown positions 
in this war, it will probably take much longer this time. 

It is a job which must be done, however, if some innocent, un- 
suspecting passenger or cargo ships are not to go to the bottom 
long after the fighting is over. 

Meanwhile, the little minesweepers go calmly on their routine 
way, doing the job assigned and not seeing anything particularly 
wonderful in that. 

But, when you picture the coast of Normandy on D-Day, don’t 
forget that those first ships to draw near the shore, despite the 
enemy fire, were the minesweepers, the “chars” of the united fleets.

The numerous calig to the re- 
gional FSA offices were made in 
most cases by C. B. Baldwin, as- 
sistant director of the political ac- 
tion committee, who resigned his 
job as chairman of the FSA in 
Washington to become actual man- 
ager of the PAC’s campaign to 
elect President Roosevelt for a 
fourth term, and Mr. Wallace for 
a second term and to defeat a 
select list of aspirants for the 
house of representatives and the 
senate. 

Sidney Hillman, chairman of the 
PAC, is president of the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers, CIO, and 
recently has been denounced by 
David Dubinsky and other right- 
wing unionr radicals, as the leader 
of the Communist party in New 
York, now known as the American 
Labor Party. 


Various Jobs 

Baldwin has held various key 
jobs in Washington ever since 
1933, when he caught on as assist- 
ant Secretary of Agriculture under 
Wallace. He became director of 
the Farm Security Administration 
in October, 1940. The phone calls 
indicate a strong continuing inter- 
est and influence in the FSA, 
while he is on leave serving with 
the political leader of the New 
York Communist faction of the 
union movement. 

The period covered by the sub- 
poenaed telephone records is from 
Decem' 2r 5, 1943, to last May 31. 
The slips showed 28 calls from the 
New York headquarters of the 
CIO’s Political Action Committee 
direct: to the White House, includ- 
ing one from Hillman to Mrs. 
Roosevelt on April 5, and another 
last January 19 from Hillman to 
David Niles, formerly Nyhus, of 
Boston, one of the President's self- 
less assistants with a passion for 
anonymity and for left-wing poli 
tics. Hillman also called Vice 
President Wallace, and Baldwin is 
recorded as having made three 
calls to Wallace’s office. All these 
calls were placed from the New 
York headquarters of the Political 
Action Committee. Baldwin also 
telephoned the one who calls him- 
self Niles and Jonathan Daniels, 
another of the President’s selfless 


and anonymous political assistants, | 
at the White House on several oc-| 
| casions.. 


Two Defeated 


The Hillman-Baldwin-Commun- 
ist group of the CIO has defeated 
for renomination both Martin Dies, 
of Texas, and Joe Starnes, of Ala- 


'bama, and this undoubtedly may 
be accepted as one reason for the 


Dies Committee's interest in the 
PAC’s telephone records. Starnes 
is a member of the committee. 
The records show, according to 
the Dies Committee, “hundreds” 
of calls from the PAC’s New York 
headquarters to various govern- 
ment officials, particularly in the 
Department of Justice, and in the 
Department of Agriculture which 
controls the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration and the fortunes of 
many farmers through its local 
agents scattered everywhere. Mr.

But the significant thing about the Prime Minister’s remarks is 
that he was willing to commit himself openly on the -proposition . 

What is all the 
more interesting about his statement is that it was first. made ‘at 
a private gathering in. London and then formally released by the 
British government a few days later. , 

In other. words, the prediction reflected the Prime \Minister’s 
mature appraisal of the war outlook, and not merely some ‘sudden 
burst of optimism with which he may have been seized at the 
moment. Otherwise, it is inconceivable that the British govern- 
ment would have formally released the text of his remarks.

As a matter of fact, this writer more than a month ago—even 
before the invasion of Europe was launched—wrete an article 
which purported to give the views of some of our highest-ranking 
military officers regarding prospects for an early ending of the 
war. A conservative appraisal made by these officers at the time 
was there were good reasons to believe we would be able to crush 
Germany before the end of the present year. 


FULL CONFIDENCE But it can be stated authoritatively 
that the Allied high command has the 


fullest confidence in the situation. It would occasion little surprise 
in these circles if the Germans collapsed before the summer is over. 
Or if the Hitlerite army continues to stand up as an ‘integrated 
fighting unit after the blows we are now preparing to strike, and 
are striking on the continent, the expectation is that the Germans 
will go down to defeat in the months that lie immediately ahead. 
As an example of this type of thinking, the United States News, 
a usually well informed magazine published in Washington, car- 
ried an article in its last week’s issue which tended to reflect. the 
Allied high command view. Here is what the publication said: 
“These are things of which you can be quite confident— 
“Invasion, as it unfolds, will be a complete success. 
“Operations in western Europe by midsummer should be at a 
blitz tempo. 
‘“There’'ll be air battering of German forces, German industry, 
German communications. It will not be surprising if Germany 
cracks. , 


“Losses of men will be heavy, but less heavy than many feared. 
Machines will be lavished in combat, will be used on a scale such 
as the world has never before witnessed. Machines, not men. will 
be wasted. : 

“And: War inf Europe should end rather soon, within six or 
seven months. It could end sooner, in September or October. if 
first battles go well.” a s 

Mr. Churchill said about the same thing, though perhaps a little 
more guardedly..

Just after supper we got an 
order to unload our vehicles from 
the LST. One.of those big self- 
propelled bargelike things, made 
of steel pontoons bolted togéther, 
came up in front of our ship and 


ei vehicles were driven off onto 
it. 
These barges are called rhino’s. 
They move very slowly, and it 
took us an hour to get to shore. 
Then the beachmaster signaled us 
not to Jand, for the tide wasn’t 
right. So we had to loaf around 
out there on the water for another 
hour. 

They were blowing up mines on 


: the beach, and some of our big 


naval guns were still thundering 
away at the Germans. The evening 
was cloudy and miserable, and it 
began to rain as we waited. We 
were all cold. 

At last the beachmaster let us 
in. The barge grounded about 50 
yards from short, and runways 
were let down. 

Every one of our vehicles had 
been waterproofed, so that the en- 
gines wouldn’t drown out while 
going through the surf. 

I came ashore in a jeep with 
Private William Wescott, of (4040 
W. Boulevard) Culver City, Cal. 
Wescott is a good-looking, intelli- 
gent man of 26 who used to be a 
salesman for the Edgemar Farms 
Dairy at Venice, Cal. He is at war 
for the first time, and all! this 
shooting and stuff are completely 
new to him, but he is doing all 
right. 

Wescott’s wife works in down- 
town Los Angeles, and just in case 
you want to take her some flowers 
for being the wife of such a nice 
guy, she’s the girl. who makes 
pullman reservations for the 
Southern Pacific railroad at Sixth 
and Main. 

Wescott and I were the first 
ones off the barge. I had water- 
proofed my typewriter by taping 
it up in a gas cape. But the water 
came only to the floor of the jeep. 
We didn’t even get our feet wet, 
but the WAVES did slosh in and 
get the seats of our pants wet. 


BODIES ALONG ROADSIDE 


It was several miles to our 
bivouac area. On the way we 
passed many bodies lying along- 
side. the road, both German and 
American but mostly German. 
Some of the French people along 
the roads smiled and waved, while 
others kept their heads down and 
wouldn’t look up. 

It was dark when we got to our 
bivouac, a grape and apple or- 
chard on a hillside. We pulled in 
and parked under a tree. First we 
posted sentries, and then Wescott 
dug into his big ration box in the 
jeep and got out some grapefruit 
juice, crackers and sardines. _ 

While we were eating, the first 
German planes of the night came 
over. One dropped its bombs not 


|awfully far away—enough to give 


us our first touch of nerves. There 
were antiaircraft guns all around 
and they made an awful racket. 
The night began to take on an 
ominous and spooky aspect. We 
felt lonely. There were still snip- 
ers around, and shell holes every- 
where, and we could hear ma- 
chineguns in the distance. 

It was midnight by the time we 
had finished eating and got a 
camouflage net over the jeep in 
preparation for the first light next 
morning. We decided to get what 
sleep we could. We didn’t have 
our bedrolls yet, but we did have 
two ‘blankets apiece. We just lay 
down on the ground. 

SLEPT IN CLOTHES 

Anothér jeep had pulled under 
the tree with us. Altogether our 
little group sleeping on the ground 
consisted of two colonels, three en- 
listed men and myself. We slept 
in all our clothes. 

German planes kept coming 
over one by one. Our guns kept 
up their booming and crackling all 
night long, in fits and jerks. 

After an hour or so one of our 
colonels said we’d better move our 
blankets so our heads would be 
under the jeeps, because pieces of 
flak were falling all over the or- 
chardé 

He said the flak wouldn’t kill 
you unless it hit you in the head. 
I said I guessed it would if it hit 
you in the stomach. He said it 
wouldn’t. I still think it would. 

Anyhow, I moved my head 
under and left my stomach out in 
the open. My head was right be- 
hind the front wheel, under the 
fender. It was a good place, but 
the headroom was so scant that 
every time I would turn over, I 
would get a mouthful of mud from 
the fender. : 

Then we got cold. Our two 
blankets might as well have been 
handkerchiefs, for all the warmth 
there was in them. We lit cigarets 
and smoked under our blankets. 
We couldn’t sleep much anyhow, 
for the noise of the guns. 

Sometimes planes would come 
in low, and we would lie there 
scrunched up in that knotty tense- 
ness you get when waiting to be 
hit. 

GONE WITH THE DAWN 

Finally daylight came. At dawn 
our planes always come over and 
the Germans leave, so the days are 
safe and secure as far as the air 
is concerned. 

We all got up at dawn, welcom- 
ing a chance to move around and 
get warm. Private Wescott opened 
some K rations, and we ate a 
seanty breakfast off the hood of 
the jeep. Then a colonel made a 
reconnaissance tour. When he 
came back,- he said that our little 
orchard, which looked so rural 
and pretty in the dawn, was full 
of dead Germans, killed the day 
before. We would have to help 
bury them pretty soon. 

That was our first night in 
France.

A Native Australian Tells a Little of Her Home 


Today J received a “Sunday Mail,” a weekly paper from my home town, and it was packed with

lesson. : 
It’s a big country, as big as the 


U. S. A.; there are only about 
seven million people, and they 
nearly all live around the coast 
in the main towns; there are 
seven states, each with a capital 


city on the coast—a railway cen- 
ter and a port, a market. There is 
a small coastal strip all round 
the outside, with small orchards, 
poultry and dairy and vegetable 
farms. Then comes the great di- 
viding range, heavily timbered. In 
the north there are great pines, 
silky oak and other useful woods; 
further south it’s mostly eucalypt, 
which is not a building timber. 
This renge practically encircles 
the country and lets a few rivers, 
mostly unnavigable, owing to sand 
silt, open to the sea. Beyond the 
mountain is a vast inland plain, 
in the center becoming suc: a de- 
pression, studded with shell and 
fossil that it is almost certain 
there was once an inland sea. 
It is salty, and desert, hot and flat, 
stony or sandy, grassless and al- 
most treeless. In the better parts, 
this is great cattle country, in the 
worse parts are the marvelous 
sheep flocks which produce wool 
for export. In some parts nothing 
will live. 

SIMILARITIES 

You can see that there are 
great similarities to your own 
country. There are similar occu- 
pations, somewhat similar ranges 
of climate. Then the people—just 
as you “stole” your country from 
the red Indians, black aboriginals 
originally owned Australia. They 
lived in little ‘“gunyahs” made 
from strips of .bark leaning 
against a tree, or more often just 
in the open; they wore no clothes, 
they hunted with stones and 
boomerangs, and tracked; down 
animals, fish, bees and so forth, 
or used a spear. Sometimes they 
would have to fast for days, but 
when they got food, they ate so 
well that the little piccaninnies 
would have. large, swollen stom- 
achs. Just as your redskin is al- 
most gone, so are our blacks, and 
we have never allowed any colored 
nations,in our country; by strict 
immigration laws we have main- 
tained “white Australia” policy. 
That creates labor problems, high 
wages, high prices, low popula- 
tions—but it means one level of 
caste. 

I wish you could have hiked 
with me up a small mountain near 
my home, down the side to a 
gully. Here was’a small creek, 
with maiden-hair fern; perhaps 
little wild daisies, and certain- 
ly gum trees. Then with dry 
sticks we would light a fire, and 
suspend in it a billy-can of water 
with a green switch on top. When 
it boiled, in would go the tea, and 
it would stand aside. We would 
cook chops on the end of a stick, 
make toast, and then sit on the 
ground and eat silently, content- 
edly. That’s the real picnic fare. 
Gosh, how I love it! 

The trees are mainly these eu- 
calyptus, or gums. They are tall 
straight, with leaves small and 
evergreen, right at the top. They 
provide little shade and are a dry 
yellow-green color, Break a leaf, 
and you have the peculiar euca- 
lyptus odor. Sometimes in these 
trees, of which there are innumer- 
able varieties, you will see a little 
tree bear. It is just liké a child’s 
toy; it never grows any bigger. 
This little bear cannot live on any 
other food except its gum-leaves, 
and fastidiously, wil) only eat the 
one variety on which it has been 
reared. So it is very difficult to 
keep as a pet. I’ve held one of 
these sleepy little creatures, and 
had its sharp climbing claws cling 
to my shoulder. Its confiding 
brown eyes blinked at me and 
then closed, and so I held a 
darling ball of the loveliest, soft- 
est grey fur. They are protected, 
of course,

As for how we live, nothing is 
elaborate; after work, or when- 
ever round the house, in your own 
village, going to beaches, ,every- 
one wears shorts and _ sandals. 
I’ve been amused that men over 
here don’t wear shorts in summer 
as our boys do. Why, over there 
a man wears shorts and a safari 
jacket to work; it’s even army 
uniform! (And I hear your Navy 
is to adopt the same.) And so for 
a happy life in the sun. 

So there are some of the things 
you might have wanted to ask, It 
is a lovely country, quite different

Senate Votes 


FEPC Budget 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—(4)— 
Disregarding embittered southern 
assertions that the United States 
is being pushed into Communism 
or National Socialism, the senate 
declined on a 39 to 21 roll call 
today to kill the President’s fair 
employment practices committee. 

The vote was on a $500,000 ap- 
propriation for the FEPC in a war 
agencies supply bill. 


Thirteen southern senators who 
opposed the fund were supported 
by seven Republicans and one 
western Democrat, Johnson, of 
Colorado, but six Republicans join- 
ed with 23 Democrats to override 
their objections. Senator Pepper, 
of Florida, was the only Democrat 
from the deep south who voted 
with the majority. 


The FEPC was set up by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s executive order 
and was instructed to combat ra- 
cial and religious discrimination in 
industry. 


FEW CONCESSIONS 


The southerners salvaged only a 
few minor concessions—war con- 
tractors whose contracts were 
threatened with cancellation be- 
cause of alleged discrimination 
would have the right to appeal to 
the President, and a prohibition 
was erected against government 
seizure of any plant for its refusal 
to conform to rules set up by 


FEPC, 

By a 36 to 15 vote, the senate 
adopted an amendment by Sena- 
tor Russell, Democrat, Georgia, 
which provided that not more than 
25 per cent of the FEPC fund 
could be used for compensation of 
persons belonging to a race which 
comprises less than 15 per cent 
of the population of the nation. 

The bill itself passed by a voice 
vote well after the members’ 
usual dinner hour. Before passage, 
the senate added $1,159,000. to the 
War Labor Board’s appropriation 
and $669,000 to finance the activi- 
ties of the committee for congest- 
ed production areas, 

Southerner after southerner 
took the floor to castigate the 
FEPC as tending to stir up trou- 
ble rather than to alleviate fric- 
tion between the races. White- 
haired Senator George, Democrat, 
Georgia, face flushed, thundered 
that by approving the FEPC fund, 
the nation would be taking “a 
long step toward converting our 
economic. system into a Commu- 
nistic or National Socialistic sys- 
tem.” 

GEORGE TO REPUBLICANS 

Turning toward the Republican 
side of the chamber, George de- 
clared “this may get you votes in 
1944, but it won’t in 1946, or 1948, 
or thereafter.” The final aim of 
the persons backing FEPC, he de- 
clared, is taking away the control 
of private property from the own- 
ers.

Presumed Lost 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—() 
The American submarine Gray- 
back which probably carried on 
her. log a record of the sinking of 


a Japanese auxiliary cruiser and 
other enemy ships, is presumed 
lost. 

The Navy gave no details in an- 
nouncing today that the 1,475-ton 
submersible is overdue from pa- 
trol. It didn’t even say where her 
last mission was carried out. 

But her skipper, Commander 
John Anderson Moore, 34, of Low- 
ell, Ariz.. holds a Navy Cross for 
“extraordinary heroism” as com- 
mander of an unidentified subma- 
rine, presumably the Grayback.

Crop Insurance Plan 


Revived in Congress 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—(/)— 
Crop insurance, a’subject that has 
embroiled congress several times 
in the past, was dropped into the 
house’s lap again today for a new 
try. 

The rules committee reported 
out a bill by Chairman Fulmer, 
Democrat, South Carolina, of the 
Agriculture Committee, 
the system outlawed a year ago, 
after opponents declared the fed- 
eral government steadily lost mon- 
ey on the proposition. 


Fulmer’s bill provides for fed- 
eral crop insurance on wheat, cot- 
ton and flax crops planted for har- 
vest in 1945. Growers who sub- 


scribe would be reimbursed for a 


killed crop only up to 75 per cent 
of the appraised yield, which Ful- 
mer said, was an improvement 
over the old system that allowed 
full compensation. Moreover, he 
said, the insurance coverage may 
not exceed the investment in the 
crop.

HYDE PARK, N. Y., Monday.—Ever since 
I answered in a magazine a question about the 
rights of the families of conscientious objec- 
tors, I have been getting innumerable letters 
from the conscientious objectors themselves 
and their friends and relatives. I think there 
should be a clearer understanding of their 
point of view and what has been done by’ the 
government as I understand it. 
At the beginning of Selective Service, the federal government 
took cognizance of the rights of these men and I am now quoting 
from a document which some of the religious groups have sent me: 


“On May 15, 1944, the United States completed its third year of 
moral and legal recognition of the right of drafted men to register 
conscientious objection to war and to perform, in lieu of military 
service, designated work of national importance. During these 
three years, this wartime minority of less than 8,000 drafted men 
have worked without pay to render to our country more than 
$25,000,000 in public service. Except for the cost of transpor- 
tation and technical supervision, this work was done without cost 
to the federal government. In most cases, the men themselves, 
their families and their churches pay for their living costs, which 
amounts to nearly $2,000,000 a year. 

“The ‘work of national importance’ which Selective Service 
assigns these conscientious objectors (classified 4-E under the draft 
law) to perform, consists of helping to protect and conserve our 
home-front resources—both our natural and human resources. To

Adams was away buying saddle horses but everything he said 
about the fishing in the 70-acre mountain lake wag correct. The 
bass hit flies like Lindsay Deal going after a pitch down the middie. 
And the bream are big enough to fight the bass for the right to 
hit the lures first. 

There hasn’t been much fishing in Lake Sequoyah in recent 
years, which means it is teeming with fish eager to tighten a 
line. This lake was stocked, in addition to the fish already 
there. 

Joe Adams has a mountain paradise. That’s the only thing that 
could tear him away from Miami, Fla., where he is one of the city’s 
foremost sportsmen. 


. « Visitors to Miami know Joe as the 
: Introduced Jai Alai manager of the El Commodoro. But 
this is just one of his varied activities. Adams introduced jai alai, 
the famous Latin handball sport, to Miami. He has a large dog 
track and is credited with the many improvements made in dog 
racing in recent years. 

It isn’t well known, but when the University of Miami was in 
need of financial support to carry on the football program, Adams 
personally contributed the money to make continuance of the grid 
sport possible. 

Miamians recognize Adams’ outstanding sportsmanship. 

He refused to install more parimutuel machines in his dog 

racing plant. He actually didn’t want patrons to go overboard 

on gambling. 


Joe is a new member of the Orange Bowl committee. 

He promoted baseball, spending time and money organizing 
schools to train youngsters. 

He’s a sports-loving character from his heart, is Joe Adams. 

One of his prized possessions is an autographed baseball, which 
was the first ball used in the Olympic games in Berlin. It’s auto- 
graphed by members of the team. 

No telling how many sports enterprises or how many 
aspiring youngsters Adams has encouraged, both orally and 
through use of his personal funds, 

One of the Miami papers was going to give an expensive trophy 
for a tournament and Adams heard about it. He put up half the 
money, only because he was talked out of footing the entire bill. 

He’s quite a fellow and a great asset to sports of Miami and 
the south.
